Washington, Oct. 5.— The statement was authorized officially late 
tonight that the American government had received no new peace pro­ 
posals from Austria and had no official information whatever concern­ 
ing new developments reported to be impending in the Teutonic cam­ 
paign for peace by negotiation. 
An Austrian appeal for an armistice for discussion of peace on j 
President W ilso n ’s own terms is regarded here as the logical sequel 
to the president s summary 1 ejection of the proposal that hostilities 
be suspended for secret and nor.-binding 
peace 
discussions. 
W hat 
the American government’s answer to such an appeal would be is in­ 
dicated by the statement authorized when the Austro-Hungarian for­ 
eign minister complained that his acceptance of President Wilson's 
principles had not been noticed, tnat peace could not be talked of en 
any terms so long as Germany and Austria occupied a single foot of 
co n q uero r territory.
